[E Engliſh title Knight is derived from the Saxon 
Cnikt, or Knecht Teutonick, a ſervant; and in 
all probability procceded from their ſerving the King 
in his wars. Verſtegan ſays, this title was given by our 
anceſtors to ſuch as were admitted for their merits to 
be Knights to the King, being his own ſervants, officers, 
or retainers, to ride with him; it ſeems that ſome, if 
not all, were anciently called Knights-riders. 

The moſt ancient manner of conferring Kn ighthood 
was by putting the military belt looſe over the ſhoulder, 
or girding it cloſe about the waiſt: The. firſt Chriſtian 
Kings, at giving their belt, kifſed the new Knight on 
the left cheek, ſaying, In honour of the Father, and the 
Son, and the Holy Ghoft, I make you a Knight *. | 

The firſt account (according to Sir William Segar) 
that we have of Ceremonies in making a Knight ia 
England, was in the year 5506, in the following man- 
ner; viz. A ſtage was erected in ſome cathedral, or 
ſpacious place near it, to which the gentleman was 
conducted to receive the honour of Knighthood. Being 
ſeated on a Chair decorated with green filk, it was de-

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manded of him if be were of a good conſtitution, and 
able to undergo the fatigue required in a ſoldier ; alſo 
whether he were a man of good morals, and what cre- 
dible witneſſes he could produce to affirm the ſame. 

Then the Biſhop, or chief Prelate of the Church, 
admidiſtered the following oath: Sir, you that deins go 
receive the order of Knighthood, fwear before God, and 
this, holy book, that ycu will not fight againſt his Majeſty, 

that now beſtoweth the order of Rnighthood upon you. 
Tou Hall al footar, to maintain and defend all Ladies, 
Gentlewonen, Fidowos, and Orphans ; and you ſhall ſbun 
no adventure of your perfor i in Sor th war Won * Hall 
happen i to be. 

The oath being leg, two Lords led bim to the 

King, who drew his ſword; and laid it upon bis head, 
faying, God and St. George (or what other Saint the 
King pleafed to name) mate thee a good Knight; after 
which, feven Ladies drefled in 'white came and girt a 
ſword to his fide, and four Knights put on hĩs ſpurs. 
FThbeſe ceremonies being over, the Queen took him 
by the right hand, and a Durcheſs by the left, and 
led him to a rich feat, placed on an aſeent, where they 
ſeated him, the King e on his right-hand, and the 
Queen on his left. 
Then the Lords and Ladies alſo far down upon other 
ſeats, three deſcents under the King; and being all 
thus ſeated, they were entertained with a delicate col- 
lation; and ſo the ceremony ended. 

If any Knight abſented *himfelf diſhononrably from 
kik King's ſervice, leaving his colours, going over to 
the enemy, betraying of caſtles, forts, &c. for ſuch 
crimes he was a apprehended, and cauſed to be armed

rap=-a-pee, and then ſeated on a ſcaffold erected in the 
church, where, after the prieſt having ſung ſome fu- 
neral Pſalms, as though he had been dead; they firſt". 
took off his helmet, to-ſhew.his face, then his military 
girdle, broke his ſword, cut off his ſpurs from his 
heels with a hatchet, pulled off his gauntlets, and 
after his whole armour, and then reverſed his coat of 
arms; after which the Heralds crying out, This is 
« a diſloyal miſereant, with many other ignoble cere- 
monies; he was throwd. down the flage with 2a rope * 
but now the martial. law is uſually put in execution, 
by diſpatching ſuch traiterous perſons by a file of 
muſqueteers. - 

Ia the time of the "REAP here in England; Knights 
received thejt inſtitutions at the hands of great pre- 
lates, with many religious ceremonies z but after the 
Conqueſt this cuſtom was- reſtrained by a ſynod at 
Weftminſter, A. D. 1102. 3 Henry 1. + 

Knighthood anciently.. depended upon -tenure; ſo 
that he who held a knight's-fee might be compelled to 
take the ſame, or undergo a fine, which quite debaſed 
the title. Camden lays, Knights were made upon ac- 
count of their eſtates; for they who had a great 
Knight's-fee (that is, if we may credit old records, 
680 acres of land) claimed the honour of r 

as thereby entitled to it. 

In Henry the Third's reign whoever had the rants 
revenue of fifteen. pounds in land, was compelled to 
receive this dignity ; ſo that the title was become rathet 
a burthen than an honour, In the year 12 . the. **

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i Med a proclamation, whereby it was ordered and declared 
throughout the realm, that whoever had fifteen librats of 
Jand or above, ſhould be knighted, for increaſe of the mi- 
litary flrength of England, as it was in Italy; and that 
they who would not, or could not, ſupport the honour of 
Knighthood, ſhould compound for a diſpenſation. 

And in thoſe days, when the King made a Knight, 
he ſat in ſtate upon his throne, in robes of gold, with 
2 ſmall gold crown upon his head; and to every 
Knight he allowed one hundred ſhillings for equipage. 

And not only the King, but the Earls alſo, con- 
ferred Knighthood, in that age. The Earl of Gloceſter 
having proclaimed a tournament, knighted his brother 
William; and Simon de Montefort, Earl of Leiceſter, 
conferred the ſame honour upon Gilbert de Clare #, 

Note. A Knight's ſervice was a tenure, by which 
ſeveral lands in this nation were held of the King. But 
it is aboliſhed by ſtatute of 12 Car. II. chap. 24. The 
qualifications for Knighthood are Merit, Birth, and 

Eſtate 3 they are to be Gentlemen of bn en 
deſeents, bearing coat armour +. 

The different Orders of Knighthood are divided i into 
ee e the firſt conſiſts of the Religious, which 
not only includes the defence of the Princes, the State, 
and of Chriſtianity, but alſo by particular vows, and 
other Rules, renders them entirely under ſubjection to 
their chief. The ſecond claſs comprehends the military, 
which Sovereigns have eſtabliſhed to encourage the no- 
bility, -and keep emulation among their anden in the 
wars, and the management of ſtate affairs.

Having litle to doe, 
when he came home, he fell to turne over the booke 
of the ſtatutes in the tyme of King H. VIII. and by 
mere chaunce light upon a ſtatute concerning appar- 
rell, in the firſt yeare of his raigne, capt. 14. and 
being deſirous to knowe what apparrell he himſelf 
might weare, he founde there phibited amongeſt other 
thinges, that no man, under the degre of a Knight, 
except Spirituall Men and Sergeaunts at the Lawe, &e, 
mold vſe any more cloathe in a longe gowne than foure 
broade yeardes. Oh,” faith he, © that I had the 
< Lawyer heare ; I wold put him downe, concerning 
« his Sergeaunts ; I underſtond Engliſhe aſwell as the 
«Heſt of them.” He turned further, and' founde the 
like lawe, worde for worde, in effect, a 7 H. VIII. 
ca. 7. What,” quorh he, © if the Sergeaunt had 
« wrong in the firſt ſtatute, to be put under the degre 
Sof a Knight, cold he not right himſelf in the next ? 
I am verily pſwaded there was no queſtion in thoſe 
„ dayes but that the degre of a Sergeaunte was under 
the degre of a Knight.“ 80 he lefte it till the next 

day, when he caried home the bookes = 
I thanke you for y'r bookes, Sir,“ quoth he, «in 
* * faith, I haue founde here mattre enough” to pſwade 
e your Sergeants to content them w'th there due 
ce places; for I haue heard the moſt of them to be 
< graue and modeſt men.“ What is that,” quoth 
ach 80 he fhewed. * _ twoe ſtatutes, 
When 
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When he had read them he pawfed awhile? and then 
w'th good courage: Tuſne, ruſhe,” quoth he, you 
« are neuer a whit the nearer; both theſe ſtatutes be 
« repealed.” * Repealed!” quoth the youth ; and, 
wth a ſecond breath, What though,” quoth he, 1 
« am ſure I may nevertheleſs truly collect out of 
« them what the opinion of the whole pliament was 
« then concerning the difference of there degrees. * 
« Well, well,” faith the Lawyer, there is a late 
ce ſtatute; we will ſee how that ſtatute runneth. „* So 
he turned to the ſtatute of 24 H. VIII. cap. 15. and 
read it over. Bey fſaid the Studient, 6 here is 
ce no ſuch mattre.” Marry, no mervaile,” faith the 
other; © for that clauſe of longe gownes, wherein this 
« difference is ſet out, is wholly left out; but is chere 
« any thing in this contrary to the former? I tell you 
« truly, as little ſkill as J baue, L note on thing in it 
ce more than I knewe before, concerning the ſolempne 
« ſtate of 'a Knight, it is here generally ꝙꝓhibited, that 
« ho man, unleſs he be a Knight, ſhall weare any 
« coller of 88; indede I haue ſene very fewe at this 
« day, but the Judges that be Knightes, vie them.“ 
« You are very earneſt in y'r father's behalf,” faith 
the Lawyer. Nay, but for the truth,” 'quoth the 
other; © But on thing more I wold fayne ſee, and I . 
« haue done: You tolde me of an authoritie that this 
« word Sergeant was nomen dignitatis. Let me ſee 
the place, if you be a good fellowe.” So he toke 
downe his Brooke's Abridgment, and ſhewed him the

young gentleman, * where is that alibi? haue you read

* for alibi it ſhold be nullibi, . You are very pleaſant,” 
quoth the Lawyer. Nay,” quoth he, © I have done, 
J loue Lawyers well, and hope to be a Sergeaunt my 
cc ſelfe, if I cold. once get thorogh my Litleton; and 1 
cc tell you true in the bookes of herauldes that hepub- 
« liſhed, Sergeauats be ranked but amongſt Squires,” 

Farewell now, my good Lawyer; and I may 
« chaunce to have a turne or twoe abought w'th an 
< herald-in this mattre, , aſwell as I haue had w'th you, 
« if I may light of a man of judgment abd ſkill in 
« there pfeſiion, as I heare ſay ſom of them are at 
& this time; and I will take a time to loke ouer the 
i auntient Chronicles and Hiſtories of our Nation, 
10 © what they reporte of Knighthod, for I hope to finde. 
« there recorded, that Kinges haue honored there 
&« ealdeſt ſonnes, and y 'r greateſt men whom y'u call.

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THE ORDER OF THE GARTER. 


HF moſt noble order of ihe ON was inftituted 
by king Edward II. Jar 19, 1. 

King Edward, being of a military” genius, and en- 
gaged in a war for recovering of France (which de- 
ſcended to him by right of his mother), made it his 
buſineſs to draw the beſt ONS of — ig bis in- 
tereſt. | | 

With this view he projected the 8 of king 
Arthur's Round Table; and proclaimed a ſoleniti tilting, 
do invite foreigners of * and courage to the ex- 
erciſe. * e * | 

The place for the blem being fixed at Windſor, 
he publiſhed his royal letters of protection, far the ſafe 
coming and returning of ſuch fortign Knights as in- 
tended to venture their reputation at choſe Juſts and 
Tournaments which were to be held on the 19th of 
January, 1344. 

He provided a great ſuppet; to beg the ſolemnity ; 
and then ordaining this feaſt to be annually kept at 
Whitſuntide, he for that phrpoſe erected a particular 
building in the caſtle, wherein he placed 'a round 
table, of two hundred feet diameter, in imitation of 
king Arthur's at Wincheſter; and thereat entertained 


the Knights at .his own expenee of a kandred pounds 
per week. 


. This 
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This Prince (Edward) commended himſelf, and his 
companions, to the patronage of St. George, who ſut- 
fered martyrdom under Diocleſian the Emperor, and 
was a perſon of greater eminence, in both the Eaſtern 
and Weſtern churches, than any other military ſaint ; 
and that his memory might be ſtill continued, he gave 
them, for part of their daily habit, the image of the 
aid ſaint (fitting on horſeback encountering the dragon 
with a tilting ſpear) appendant to a blue ribbon, con- 
tinually to be worn about their necks. 
The ſaid King, iſſuing out his garter for the ſignal 
of a battle that was crowned with ſucceſs (which is 
ſuppoſed to be the battle of Crefly, where he took 
John the French King priſoner, and brought him to 
England; at which time he had alſo priſoner David 
King of Scotland, and by Edward his ſon the Black 
Prince expelling the Rebels of Caſtile, and enthroning 
Don Pedro) their lawful King, he upon theſe glorious 
_ exploits inſtituted this Order, giving the Garter pre- 
_ eminence amongſt its enſigns, whence the ſelect num- 
ber, whom he incorporated into a fraternity, were 
1 ſiyled Equites Aureæ Periſcelidis, viz. Knights of the gol- 
den Garter, an order by companionſhip illuſtrated with 
the Emperors of Germany, Kings of France, Denmark, 
Portugal, Spain, Scotland, Sweden, Naples, Poland, 
and Arragon; beſides many Princes and Dukes, as 
Orange, Brunſwick, Burgundy, Urbin, Holſtein, Guel- 
derland, Holland, Milan, Savoy, Saxony, TONE: 
Ferrara, Brandenburg, &c. 
oc? IT he, habits and enſigns of the 9 with the fs 
of i indeſliture, are thus: 


bf They 
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They conſiſt of the Garter, Surcoat, Mantle, Hood, 
George, Collar, Cap, and Feathers; the four firſt 
were affigned by the founder, and the reſt by king 
Henry VIII. Theſe are the whole habits or enſigns of 
the order. 

The Garter has the pre-eminence, being the firſt 
part of the habit preſented to foreign princes and ab- 

ſent Knights, who, and all other Knights elect, are 
therewith firſt adorned ; and is of ſo great honour and 
grandeur, that by the bare inveſtiture with this noble 
enfign, the Knights are eſteemed .companions of the 
greateſt military order in the world. 

The Garter, appointed to be worn by the Knights on. 
the left leg between the knee and calf, was inſtituted by 
the founder, as a tye of aſſociation in honour and mili- 
tary virtue, to bind the Knights ſtrictiy to himſelf and 
each other in friendſhip, and as an enfign of unity and 
combination, to promote the honour of God, and the 
intereſt of their prince and ſovereign. 

He alſo cauſed to be wrought in gold letters this 
motto, Honi ſoit qui mal y penſe; declaring thereby | 
the equity of his intention, retorting ſhame and de - 
fiance upon him who ſhould dare to think ill of the juſt 
enterprize in which he had engaged, for the wes I 
of his right to that crown... 

Wben the ſovereign defigns to elect a companion into 
this order, the chancellor belonging to the ſaid, draws 
up the letters, which, paſſing both under the ſovereign's 
fign manual and the fignet of the order, are ſent to 
the perſon by Garter n King of arms, which is as 
follows: | 

I = 
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We, with the. companions of our moſt noble order of the 
Garter, aſſembled i in chapter holden this preſent day at our 
caftle of Windſor, confidering the virtuous fidelity you have 
fhewn, and the honoarable exploits you have done in our 
ſervice, by vindicating and maintaining in our juſt right, Sc. 
have elected and choſen you one of the companions of our 
order. Therefore we require yon to make your ſpeedy repair 
wnto tis, to receive the enſigns thereof, and be ready for 
your inſtallation upon the — day of this prefent month, &c, 
The Garter, which is of blue velvet bordered with 
gold (having the letters of the motto of the ſame), is 
buckled upon the leg, at the time of the — with 
this ceremony: 

To the honour of God omni potent, and in e of 
the bleſſed Martyr St. George, tye about thy leg for thy 
renown this noble Garter ; wear it as the ſimbol of the 
moſt illaſtrious order, never to be forgotten or laid afide'; 
that thereby thou mayſt be admonifhed to be courageous ; 
and having undertaken a juſt war, in which thou ſhalt be 
engaged, thou mayſt fland firm, _—_— fight, and ſuc- 
 cefifully conquer. W 

The Garter being buckled on, and the words of its 
fgnification pronounced, the elect Knight is brought 
before the ſovereign, who puts about his neck a ſky co- 
2 ribbon, to which is pendant the image of St. 
( on horſeback encountering with the dragon, the 
whole encircled WEI Garter. "Bees Plate yn

THE ADMONITION, 

IVEAR this ribbon about thy neck, adorned with the 
image of the bleſſed Martyr, and ſoldier of Chrift, St. 
George, by whoſe imitation provoked, thou may/# ſo over- 
paſs both proſperous and adverſe adventures, that having 
floutly vanquiſbed thy enemies, both of body and foul, thou 

mayſt not only receive the praiſe of this tranfient combat, 
but be crowned with the palm of eternal victory. 

His ſtockings and breeches (being the ſame) are of 
pearl-coloured filk, called pantaloons. On the outfide 
of the right knee is fixed a knot of open filver lace and 
ribbons intermixed, in form of a large roſe; and, a little 
below the knee, is placed the Garter, His ſhoes, which 
are of white ſhammy, with red heels, have each a 
knot (as the former) on the exterior fide. His doublet 
is cloth of filver, adorned before and behind, and 
down the fleeves, with ſeveral guards, or rows of open 
filver lace, each lace having a-rew of ſmall buttons ſet 
down the middle. The cuffs are open, and adorned 
with the aforementioned lace and ribbons ſet in ſmall 
loops. At the bottom of the upper ſeam of each cuff, 
is fixed a knot of filver ribbons that fall over his 
gloves, which are of kid, laced at the top with fil 
ver, and adorned at the opening with a knot, as 
that on the cuff. His trowſers (which are of tiflue, the. 
ſame as the doublet, and adorned with two rows of 
lace and ribbons, intermixed and ſet at a ſmall dif- 
tance, that the ground appears between them) being 
buckled round his waiſt, are in form of a pair of puft 
breeches, reaching to the middle of his thighs, and in 
this habit (having a blue ribbon ſpread over the left 

| C 3 | | Hhoulder, 
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ſhoulder, and brought under the right arm, with the 
George appendant) he proceeds from his lodgings in 
the caſtle to the chapter houſe, where diſrobing himſelf 
of his upper garment, he is inveſted with a ſurcoat of 
crimſon velvet, lined with white taffata, during which 
time the admonition is given as follows : 

Take this robe of crimſon to the increaſe of your honour, 

and in token or fign of the moſt noble order you have re- 
ceived, wherewith you being defended, may be bold, not 
only firong to fight, but alſo to offer yourſelf to ſhed your 
blood for Chriſt's faith, the liberties of the Church, and 
the juſt and neceſſary defence of them that are oppreſſed 
and needy. 

After this, his ſword is girt about him over his ſur- 
coat, with a belt the ſame as the coat, and then bear- 
ing his cap (in his hand) which is of black velvet 
adorned with a diamond band, and a plume of white 
feathers with an heron ſprig in the middle, he pro- 
ceeds to his inſtallation in St. George's chapel, being 
led between two Knights Companions of the order, to 
the ſeat below his ſtall, where (Garter king of arms 
having on a crimſon velvet cuſhion, laced and taſſeled 
with gold, brought the mantle, collar, hood, ond the 
book of ſtatutes) laying his right hand on the New 
* eſtament, the oath is adminiſtered to him in the fol- 
lowing manner: 

Tau being choſen to be one of the honourable company of 
this mot noble order of the Garter, ſhall promiſe and fecear 
by the Holy Evangelifs, by you here touched, that wil- 
 tingly or willingly you ſhall not break any ſtatute of the 
; Haid order, or any articles in them contained, the ſame be- 
bg Ta and not repugnant, to 1 be laws of Aimighty 
God, 
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Gad, and the laws of this realm, as far forth as to you 
belongeth and appertaineth : ſo help you God, and his holy 
word. 

As ſoon as s the Knight elect hath taken the oath, he 
is led to his appointed ſtall, where he is inveſted in 
manner following: ä 
The mantle, which is lined as the ſurcoat, is of ſky - 
coloured velvet, adorned on the left ſhoulder with St. 
George's croſs incircled with the Garter, wreathed on 
the edges with blue and gold ; the mantle, being pur 
on him by the two Knights that led him into the choir, 
is faſtened about his neck with a cordon or robe-ſtring, 
made of the ſame coloured filk and gold twiſted, the 
ends whereof are made into large knobs or buttons 
enriched with a caul and fringed ; and whilſt the cere- 
mony of inveſtiture with the mantle (which 1s tied up- 
on the right ſhoulder) is performing, the following ad- 
monition is pronounced by the regiſter : 

| Recerve this robe of heavenly colour, the livery of this 
moſt excellent order, in augmentation of thy honour, eno- 
bled with the ſhield and red croſs of our Lord, by whofe 
power thou mayſt ſafely pierce troops of thy enemies, and be 
over them ever victorious ; and being in this temporal War- 
fare glorious in egregious and heroick aftions, thou mayf 
obtain eternal and tr mumphant Joy. 

The Hood, which is of crimſon velvet, and lined 
with white taffata, was formerly worn upon the heady 
but now the cap taking place, it is laid upon the right 
ſhoulder over the mantle, and faſtened by the tippet, 
which comes acroſs his breaſt, and tucks under his 


girdle; but this having no' ceremony, we proceed to 
the collar. 
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The collar, which weighs thirty ounces troy, of 

gold, was introduced by Henry VIH. and contains 
twenty-ſix Garters enamelled, and as many knots, al- 
luding to the ſovereign of the order, and his twenty-five 
companions, and with the roſes and mottoesis exactly 
formed and joined, to which is pendant the figure of 
St. George on horſebagk, in armour, incountering the 
dragon with a tilting ſpear; which medal is of gold, 
and may be enriched with jewels at the pleaſure of the 
poſſeſſor. See plate 2. The collar, with the George, 
being part of the habit, is put over the.mantle and hood 
(being faſtened on each ſhoulder by a ribbon), with the 
following ceremony. 
Wear this collar about thy neck, adorned with the image. 
of the bleſſed Mertyr and ſoldier of Chriſt, St. George, 
by whoſe imitation provoked thou mayſt ſo overpaſs both 
proſperous and adverſe encounters, that having ſtouuly van- 
- guiſhed thy enemies both of body and ſoul, thou mayſt not 
only receive the praiſe of this tranſient combat, but aiſo, 
at the laſt, the endleſs and everlaſting reward of victory. 
Then the cap and feathers being put on the head of 
the elect Knight, his inveſtiture is completed; and 
after divine ſervice, and ſeveral religious ceremonies 
and offerings at the high altar, they, with trumpets 
ſounding, march to dinner. 

About the latter end of the reign of king James the 
Firſt it was decreed, that the leſſer George, which 
heretofore was daily worn before the breaſt in a gold 
chain, ſhould; for the more. conveniency of riding or 
action, be worn appendant at a blue ribbon, ſpread 
over the left ſhoulder, and brought under the right 


1780 which method ſtill continues ; the ribbon and 
; George 
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George is worn in time of mourniag. The George is 
of gold, and may be enriched as the former, but is 
always encompaſſed with the Garter and motto, which 
that is not. See plate 5. 7 

In the reign of King Charles II. it was ardainad, 
that the Sovereign and Knights Companions, as alſo 
the Prelate and Chancellor, ſhould at all times, and in 
all places and affemblies, when they were not adorned 
with their robes, wear upon their. left fide of their 
coat, or cloaks, the croſs of the order, encompaſſed 
with the Garter, and to the ſaid Croſs and Garter the 
ſaid King added a Silver Star of eight points. See 
plate 2. 

For the convenience of travelling, the Knights of the 
Order were permitted to wear a blue ribbon under 
their boot, inſtead of the Garter; but without that 
and their leſſer George and Star, they, by the ſtatutes 
of the Order, are never to appear in public, except 
upon the principal feaſts of the year, when they wear 
their collars; and then the ribbon and George is omit» ' 
ted. ay 
At the great ſolemnity of the inſtallat. on of a Knight 
of the Garter, his helmet, creſt, ſword, banner, and 
plate, containing his arms and titles, are ſet over his 
ſtall in the chapel of St. George at Windſor, as a mark 
of honour, and to remain _—_ his being of that 
order. 

No Knight ele& ought to, be teen to a Chapter 
of Election, or is rendered ſufficient of giving his 
vote therein, until he be compleatly inſtalled, either 
in perſon, or by proxy. 
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At a Chapter held at White-hall, the 4th of Fe- 
bruary, 22 Car. II. ordained, that not any of the 
atchievements of an elect Knight, ſhall be ſet up in 
the Chapel at Windſor before he be inſtalled, and the 
fees of inſtallation paid. 

In a Chapter held 1669, 21 Car. II. at White-hall, it 
was decreed, that the mantle of each Knight Com- 
panion, with the Book of Statutes, ſhould be ſent to 
Windſor, immediately after their deaths: and that the 
Chancellor of the Order ſhould be obliged, by letters 
to their heirs and executors, to put them in mind of 


ſending them thither. But it is to be underſtood, that 


where the mantle has been provided at the Knight's 


own charge, there 15 no obligation for returning - 
them *. 


PRELATE OF THE GARTER. 


THE Prelate 15 the firſt and premier 1 His of- 


fice is as ancient as the inſtitution, and is of great ho- 


nour, but he has neither ſalary nor pecuniary fees al- 
lowed him; he has apartments allotted in Windſor Caſtle, 


and, as often as he goes thither, he is allowed court-li- 
very, for himſelf and ſervants, according to the degree 
of an Earl. This office is veſted in the Biſhop of Win- 
caeſter for the time being. 

By his oath be is to be preſent at all chapters 


whereunto he is ſummoned ; to report all things truly; 


to take the ſcrutiny faithfully, and preſent it to the So- 
vereign; to keep ſecret the counſels of the Order; to 
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promote and maintain the honour of it. By his of- 
fice he takes place in parliament next to the rr of 
Durham. 

Buy a warrant under the ſignet of the dale, dated 
Feb. 19, 13 Charles II. the prelate had aſſigned him, 
for his livery of the order, one robe of purple velvet, 
containing eighteen yards, and ten yards of white taf- 
faty for lining, as alſo the arms of St. George within 
the Garter, having laces, buttons and taſſels of purple 
ſilk, and Venice gold; he is to wear this robe yearly on 
the vigil and day of St. George, whether it be in par- 
liament, or any other ſolemn occaſion or feſtival what- 
ſoever. IV» 

The honours conferred on this officer are, that his 
place in all proceedings and ceremonies of the order is 
on the right hand of the Chancellor ; his arms are im- 
paled with thoſe of his ſee, ſurrounded with the Garter. 

He hath apartments in the caſtle of Windſor, ſituated 
on the north fide, called Wincheſter Tower; when he 
1s not inveſted with his robe, he wears a ſcutcheon of - 
the arms of St. George, but not — with pearls 
and ſtones, 61561 


CHANCELLOR OF THE GARTER. 


THIS office is veſted in the Biſhop of Saliſbury for 
the time being. He is to keep the great ſeal of the 
order, and has place-and precedence in all proceedings 
and ſeſſions, next the Prelate; in all places and affem- 
blies is ranked after the Knights, Privy Counſellors, and 
beſore the 6 of the Exchequer. The ſtatutes 

allow 
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allow him apartments in Windſor Caſtle, in the ſouth · 
weft Tower in the lower ward of the caſtle, called Chan- 
cellor's tower. | 

- His oath, robe, and livery, in the Sovereign's court, 
are the ſame as the Prelate's. His office is not only to 
ſeal original ſtatutes, appointed to remain perpetually 
in Windſor caſtle, but alſo thoſe copies, of which 
each Knight Companion is obliged to have one, are in his 
keeping, with letters of licence, mandates and certift- 
cates relating to the order. | 

The Chancellor's badge of diſtinction is a medal of 
gold, enamelled with a red roſe, within a Garter of 
blue enamel, with this motto, Honi ſoit qui mal y penſe ; 
and on the reverſe thereof, St. George enameled within 
the Garter, pendant to a purple ribbon, or gold 


REGISTER OF THE GARTER. 
THIS officer was one - of the three conſtituted at 


the firſt inſtitution of the Order. His mantle is crim- 


ſon ſattin, lined with taffaty, and a ſcutcheon of St. 
George's arms, embroidered on the left ſhoulder, but 
not incircled with a Garter, having —— the ſame as 
the Prelate and Chancellor. 

He has apartments in the caſtle of Windſor ; on his 
breaſt a red book of the Order, with this nn two 
youu in ſaltire, within the on” 
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G ART E R. 

THE fourth officer of the Order 1s Garter, inſtituted 
by Henry V. with the advice and conſent of all the 
Knights Companions, who for the honour of the Or- 
der was pleaſed he ſhould be the principal Officer 
within the College of Arms, and chief of the He- 
ralds. 

The ſervices enjoined A relating to the Order, 
were, in preceding times, performed by the Windſor 
Herald of Arms, an officer created by king Edward 
the Third. 

' His robe is the ſame as the Regiſter ; be e 
dant to à chain a gold medal enamelled with the So- 
vereign's arms, impaled with the Croſs of St. George, 
ſurrounded with the Garter, and crowned with an Im- 
perial Crown. 


BLACK R OD. 


THE fifth and laſt Officer i is the Black Rod. This 
Officer. was inſtituted by the founder ; according to 
the inſtitution, he is to be a Gentleman of blood and 
arms, born within the Sovereign's dominions ; and if 
not a Knight at his admiſſion into the office, he is to 
be knighted ; and, for the honour of the order, he is 
appointed the chief Uſher in the kingdom. 
In a chapter held at Whitehall, the 13th of Febru · 
ary, 6 Car. I. it was decreed, that the office of the 
Black Rod ſhould from thenceforth ſucceſſively, us 
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2 
ſoon as the ſame ſhould become void, be annexed to 
ſome one of the Gentlemen Uſhers, Daily Waiters, 
whom the Sovereign ſhould : appoint. 

The oath given to this officer (temp. Hen. VIII.) 
was, © truly and faithfully to obſerve and keep all the 
ce points of the Statutes of the Order, as to him be- 
6 longed and appertained.” His mantle is the ſame as 
the Regiſter and Garter; it was ordained, that he or 
his Deputy ſhould carry a Black Rod (whence he hath 
his titles) before the Sovereign, or his Deputy, at'the 
Feaſt of St. George, within the Caſtle of Windſor, and 


at other ſolemnities and chapters of the Order, on the 


top of the Rod there ought to be ſet a Lion of Eng- 


land. This Rod ſerves inſtead of a mace, and has the 


ſame authority to apprchend delinquents, and ſuch as 


have offended againſt the ſtatutes of the Order. And 
where he apprehends any one of the Order, as guilty 


of ſome crime for which he is to be expelled, the man- 
ner of it is, by touching them with this Black Rod; 


his fee for it is five pound,

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KNIGHTS BANNERETS. 


THIS Order is certainly honourable, becauſe con-- 
ferred upon ſome heroick action performed in the field. 
Selden ſays, the firſt account of this dignity of honour 
is in the reign of Edward the Firſt, in the account of 
his Wardrobe. 

That Knights Bannerets were next to Barons in dig- 
nity appears by the ſtatute made in the fifth year of 
King Richard II. Sat. 2. Chap. 4. by which ſtatute, 
fuch Bannerets were anciently called by ſummons to 
Parliament; they ſtill continue the next degree to the 
nobility, are allowed to bear Arms with ſupporters ; 
they take place of Baronets, and anciently had Knights 
Batchelors and Eſquires to ſerve under them. 

King Charles I. did, by his letters patents, ordain that 
the wives of Bannerets and their heirs male ſhould have 
the precedency as well after as before the deaths of their 
| huſbands, if they ſhould happen vo ſurvive, before the 
wives of all thoſe of whom the Knights Baronets and 
their heirs male had the precedency, and even before 
the wives of Knights Baronets #. | 

Baimerets have no particular badge worn on thtir 
Garments, but in England their arms are painted on a ban- 
ner placed in, the paws of the ſypporters to their arms. 

The ceremony of their creation is thus: The King, 
or his General, at the head of his army, drawn up in 


order of battle after a victory, under the royal ſtandard - 


diſplayed, attended by all the officers and nobility pre- 
ſent, receives the Knight, led between two Knights,

walking before him, who proclaim his valiant atchieve- 
ments, for which he has deſerved to be made a Knight 
Banneret, and to diſplay bis banner in the field; then 
the King or the General ſays to him, Advances toy Ban- 
zeret, and cauſes the point of bis pennon to be rent 
off; then the new Knight. having the trumpets before

provincial Kings of Arms whatever. And we likewiſe, 
of our certain knowledge, mere motion, and eſpecial 
grace, do hereby for us, our heirs and ſucceſſors, 
make, ordain, conſtitute, erect, and appoint, our-truſty 
and well-belaved ſervant Edmond Sawyer, Eſq. Gen- 
.tleman-Uſher of the Scarlet Rod of our moſt honour- 
able Order of the Bath, our Herald of Arms, with 
the Great Maſter of our ſaid Order for the time being, 
by the ſtyle and title of Brunſwick : and by theſe pre- 
ſents we do appaint, empower, and direct, the Great 
. © 00% 
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Maſter of our ſaid Order, for us, and in our name, and 
by aur authority, to fignify to. our Attorney or Sokci- 
tor- general, under the ſeal of aur faid Order, our royal 
pleaſure and command forthwith to prepare a bill for 
our royal fignature to pats under great feal, containing 
our grant to the faid Edmond Sawyer of the office of 
Brumſioic in the manner before ſpecified, with thay 
title, and all rights, privileges, and immunities, here- 
tofore enjoyed by any Herald of our predeceſſors, or of 
any of them under any denomination whatſoever, with 
any Duke, or other Nobleman, or by any Herald of 
any Duke, er other Nobleman, to have and to hold 
the faid office of Brunſwick during his good behaviour, 
with all rights thereto belonging, with the Jike yearly 
falary of forty marks, payable out of the exchequer of 
us, our heirs and ſueceſſors, as other our heralds now 
receive; in which ſaid bill our royal pleaſure is, that

_. GeorGE, by the grace of God, King of Great Bris 
tain, France, and ireland, defender of the Faith, &o.

greeting. Whereas we are reſolved to advance the ho- 
nour of the moſt honqurable military Order of the Bath, 
we by virtue of gur royal prerogative, and in conſe- 
quence of the power reſerved to us in the ſtatutes, do 
hereby ordain and enjoin, that the following articles 
and explanations are, and ſhall be always deemed to 
be, part and parcel of the ſtatutes to be N ob- 
deren | | 

Firſt, Whereas, i in caſe a war ſhould happen in Eu- 
tope, we are determined that this realm ſhould he in 
a poſture of defence againſt the attempts of our enemies, 
we do hereby declare, ordain, create, canſtitute, and 
eſtabliſh, that always, from henceforth, every compa- 
nion of the ſaid moſt honourable military Order af the 
Bath, in caſe of any danger of invaſion from foreign 
enemies, or a rebellion at home, whenever they ſhall 
be ſummoned by the Great Maſter, under the ſeal of the 
Order, in the Sovereign's name, ſhall maintain, at his 
own proper coſt and charge, four men at arms, and 
the Great Maſter ſhall maintain four trumpeters, for any 


number of days the Sovereign ſhall think proper, not 


excecding forty two days in any one year; and ſhall al- 
low to each man at arms two ſhillings a day, for himſelf 
and horſe, during the ſaid term of forty-two days; 
after 
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after which term of forty-two days, if the ſaid men at 
arms ſhall be continued in ſervice, they, and their offi- 
cers, ſhall be paid in the ſame manner as all other the 
horſe of our armies of Great Britain are paid. 

Secondly, That the faid men at arms ſhall ſerve 
within any part of the realm which the Sovereign ſhall 
think proper, but not out of Great Britain. : 

Thirdly, That the Great Maſter of our ſaid Order is, 
and always ſhall be, oY and Commander in chief 
of the ſaid men at arms. 

Fourthly, That the Great Maſter of our ſaid Order 
ſhall always appoint, under the ſeal of the Order, the 
following officers, to lead and command the faid men 
at arms: that 1s, one captain-lieutenant, who ſhall re- 
ceive the daily pay of eight of the ſaid men at arms; 
one lieutenant, who ſhall receive the daily pay of ſeven 
of the ſaid men at arms ; one ſub-lieutenant, who ſhall 
receive the daily pay of fix of the ſaid men at arms; 
one enfign, who ſhall receive the daily pay of four of 
the ſaid men at arms; one guidon, who ſhall receive 
the daily pay of four of the ſaid men at arms; and 
three quarter maſters, who ſhall receive, amongſt them 
all, the daily pay of fix of the ſaid men at arms: that 
three of every four of the ſaid men at arms to be fo 
paid by each of the ſaid Companions of the Order, 
and the four trumpeters to be paid by the. Great 
Maſter, ſhall be clothed in ſcartet cloth coats and waift- 
coats, with braſs buttons, having the arms of the 
Order embroidered upon their right ſleeve; that they 
ſhall each of them have a hat laced with gold lace, a.

. Fifthly, That cach of the ſaid men eie be 
armed with a carbine, -a caſe of piſtols, a broad ſword, 
an iron back and breaſt, and an iren feull-cap ; ; and the 
alficers · of the ſaid men at arms ſhall each of them be 
armed with a caſe of piſtols, a broad ſword, an iron 
back and breaſt, and an iron ſcull· ap; the whole at the 
charge of the Sovereign of the Order; ſor which pur- 

poſe the Great Maſter of our {aid Order is to iſſue his 
warrant to the officers of our ordnance to nn the 
aid Arms. 

Sixthly, That from Tal EPI there ſhall 10598 be 
a ſtandard of the ſaid Order, which fhall be borne by 
the ſaid men at arms; which ſtandard: ſhall be of blue 
alk, edged with a gold fringe, with the arms of the 
Order embroidered. on each ſide of the ſaid ſtandard: 
for which purpoſe the Great Maſter of our ſaid Order 
is to ãſſue his warrant to the Great Maſter. of our wardrobe 
to provide the ſaid ſtandard. 

Seventhly, That whenever the Companions of the ſaid 
Order ſhall be ſummoned to furniſh the ſaid men at 
arms, the ſaid Companions ſhall agree upon and ap- 
point a proper perſon to be their treaſurer for the pay- 
ment of the ſaid men at arms, and their officers ; and 
the eons ſhall pay into the hands of the faid trea-

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farer the forty two days pay for the four men at Arms 
to be provided and paid by each companion, for which 
the faid treaſurer is to be aecountable to the ſaid oompa- 
nions. 

Eighthly, That i in caſe, when any perſon ſhail be ad- 
mitted a Knight Companion of the ſaid moſt honourable 
military Order of the Bath, the Great Maſter of our 
faid Order ſhould, by fickneſs, or otherwiſe, be pre- 
vented from officiating in perſon for the admiffion of

AS to the original of this cla Onder, John Lefly 
Biſhop of Roſs, in his Hiſtory of Scotland; ſays, it took 
its beginning from a bright croſs in Heaven, i in form 
like that whereon St. Andrew the A poſtle fuffered mar- 
tyrdom, which appeared to Achaius King of Scots, and 
Hungus King of the Pids, the night before the battle was 
fought betwixt them and Athe! ane King of England, 
as they were on their knees at prayer; when St. An- 
drew their tutelary Saint is ſaid alſo to have appeared, 
and promiſed to theſe Kings that they ſhould always be 
victorious when that ſign appeared; and the next day 
theſe Kings prevailing over King Atheiſtane in battle, 
they went in ſolemn proceſſion, barefooted to the Kirk 
of St. Andrew, to return thanks to God and his Apoſtle 
for their victory, vowing that they and their poſterity 
would ever bear the figure of that croſs in their enſigns 
and bannets; the place where this battle was fought 


retains tp this day the name of Athe!/lanc's F ord in Nor- 


thumberland, 
James the Fifth King of Scotland, in 1 10 received 
the Order of the Golden Fleece from Charles V. Em- 


peror, as alſo that of St. Michael from Francis I. King 


of France in 133 55 and that of the Garter in 1 530, 
from Henry VIII. King of England; and in memory 
of theſe Orders received, keeping open court, he ſo- 
lemnized the ſeveral feaſts of St. Andreu, the Golden 


Fleece, 


— —— —Ä—Uů—ñ 
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Fleece, St. Michael, and St. George of England, that 
the ſeveral Princes might know how much he honoured 
their Orders; he ſet the arms of the Pririces (circled 
with their Orders) over the gate of his-palace at Lin- 
lithgow, with the Order of St. Andrew. 

About the time of the Reformation this Order was 
ſcarcely uſed, the Knights then being ſo very zealous 
for the Reformed religion, that they left their order ; and 
it was not reſumed till the reign of King James VII. 

who created eight Knights, and for their better regula - 
tion ſigned a body of ſtatutes “, and appointed the 
royal chapel at Holyrood houſe, to be the Chapel of the 
Order as it-ftill continues, (and by his direction it was 
repaired, having à ſine Organ, with the Sovereign and 
Knights brethren ſtalls, and their reſpective banners 
hung over them :) but in 1688 the misfortunes of his 
reign preventing his compleating that noble deſign, it 
lay dormant till her late Majeſty Queen Anne was 
pleaſed to ſign another body of ſtatutes, whereby it 
was reſtored-to its ancient magnificence, _,

Knights Companions, each in a wow attended by their

At the door of the cathedral of St. Patrick his 
- . Excellency was met by the officers of the Church and 
of the Order, who attended him to the robeing 
room. His excellency alone being in the full man- 
tle, habit and collar of the Order, re other Knights 
in the ſurcoat only, and with their caps and feathers 
in their hands; their mantles, collars, and ſwords 
having been previouſly ſent to the chapter room. 

As ſoon as his Excellency had notified his pleaſure, 
the proceſſion was made to the choir in the following 
manner, viz.

Upon entering the Choir, the trumpets, purſuivants, 
and other officers attending the proceſſion, proceeded 
to their proper places, as. did his Excellency's ſuite. 
The Eſquires, three abreaſt, made their reverences to 
the altar when they came oppoſite | to the ſtall of their 
Knight, and then wheeled off to their reſpeRtive. places: 
the Kpights then entered two and two, and after the 
ſame reverences proceeded to their ſtalls, where they 
remained ſtanding till his Excellency was ſeated, when 
they bowed all together and ſeated themſelves. The 
- choir then performed the coronation Anthem; after 
which the Uſher, King of Arme,. Heralds,” and Purſui- 
vants, attended with the three Eſquires of the Senior 
Vol. I. IL - FKaighty, 
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Knights, went out with the uſual reverences for the 
Inſignia of the Order, with er returned in man- 
ner following, viz. 

The principal Eſquire bearing the banner furled. 
The two other Eſquiresbearing themantle and the ſword. 
Ulfer carrying the great collar of the Order upon a 
blue velvet cuſhion. 

When they had proceeded to the centre of the 
choir, they remained there while the four great Officers 
of the Order proceeded to the ſtall of the faid ſenior 
Knight, after the uſual reverences to the Sovereign's 
ſtall : the Knight then deſcended into the middle of the 
choir, where he was inveſted with the fword, the 

mantle, and the collar, by the Chancellor and Regiſter, 
after reading the admonitions preſcribed. viz. upon 
putting on the ſword : 

Take this ſword to the increaſe of your honour ;, and in 
token aud fign of the moſt illuſtrious Order which you have 
received, wwherewith you being defended may be bold ſtrongly 
to fight in the defence of theſe rights and ordinances ts 
which you be engaged, and to the juſt and neceſſary defence | 
of theſe that be oppreſſed and needy. 

Upon putting on the mantle, Receive this robe and 
livery of this meſt illuſtricus Order, in augmentation of 
thine konaur, and wear it with the firm and ſteady reſo- 
lution, that by your character, conduct and demeanor, 
ou quay approve your/eif & true ſervant of Almighty. God, 
and a worthy brother and Knight Companion of this meff 
Sluſh i 14UsS Order. 

Upon putting on the collar, Sir, the loving company 
of lle Order of St. Patrick hath received you their broth:r, * 

I lever 
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lover and * in toten and knowledge of this, 
they give you, and preſent you this badge, the which 
God will that you receive and wear from bencefotth 10 
his praiſe and pleaſure, and to the exaltation and bonour 
of the ſaid uiuſtrious Order, and yourſelf. 

They then conducted him to his fall, with the uſual 
reverences to the Sovereign; and he ſeated himſelf with 
his cap upon his head; immediately after which the 
Eſquire yafurled the hanger; and the Knight ſtanding 
up coyered, Uſer repeated his ſtyle in Englifh, and 
a proceſſion was made to the Altar, by the Regiſter and 
Officers of Arms attended by the Eſquires with the ban - 
ner, which was delivered to Ulſter, who preſented it 
to the Regiſter, to be placed by him within the rails 
of the altar. After which, with the uſual reve- 
rences, the Eſquires proceeded to their places, and 
the Officers of Arms proceded with the Eſquires of the 
ſecond Knight in like manger as before. And when 
thoſe ceremonies were finiſhed, the choir performed the 
Te Deum; after which a proceſhon was made in like 
manner as before to the chapter-room, and from thence 
to the caſtle, where the Knights repofed themſelves till 
dinner was ſerved ; when a proceſſion was again made 
from the preſence chamber to St. Patrick's Hall, where 
the Knights took their ſeats covered, viz, The Grand 
Mafter in the centre, the Prince's chair on his left hand, 
the Prelate, and the Chancellor at the two ends of the 
Sovereign's table, and the Knights on each fide; and 
the Eſquires remained ſtanding till after grace was ſaid, 
when they retired to the ſeats prepared for them.

Towards the end of the firſt courſe, when his Excel- 

lency ſtood up uncovered, the Knights roſe uncovered, 
and the King of Arms proclaimed by the ſound of the 
trumpet, that the Grand Maſter and Knights Compa. 
nĩons of the moſt illuſtrious Order of St. Patrick drank 
the Sovereign's health. The ſecond courſe was then 
brought in with the uſual ceremonies ; after which his 
Excellency again ſtood up, and the Knights uncovered, 
Uſer again proclaimed that the Grand Maſter, in the 
name of the Sovercign, drank the healths of the Knights 
Companions. And at the end of the ſecond courſe, all 
rifing again uncovered, the Queen's health was drunk, 
and proclaimed in the fame manner. The deſert was 
then brought in, and during it the Officers of Arms, 
with the uſual reverences, cried Largeſs thrice, and 
firſt proclaimed the ſtyle of the Sovereign, and after- 
wards of each Knight Companion, who ſucceſſively 
ſtood up during the ſaid proclamation. After which 
the Knights, Eſquires and Officers, attended the Grand 
Maſter to the preſence chamber, where the ceremony 
finiſhed, and the Eſquires and Officers retired to the 
dinner prepared for them.

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KNIGHTS BATCHEL ORS. 


THIS degree of honour is the moſt ancient, though 
the loweſt Order of Knights in England. It was ac- 
counted the firſt of all military dignity, and the foun- 
dation of all honours. The word Batchelor was added 
by King Henry the third, and ſo ſtyled; becauſe this 
title of honour dies with the perſon to whom it is given, 
and deſcends not to his poſterity, 

This title, which was anciently in high eſteem, is now 
conferred indiſcriminately upon Gownſmen, Phyficians, 
Burghers and Artiſts, whereby the original inſtitution 
is perverted, and is of leſs reputation than it hath been; 
it ſtill is accounted a, reſpectable degree of honour both 
in England and foreign countries. 

A Knight may be made as ſoon as a child is bap- 
tized ; the ceremony now in uſe being no other than 
kneeling down before the King, who with a drawn 
ſword lightly touches him on the right ſhoulder, with 
theſe words, Sois chevalier au nom de Dieu; and then, 
Avancez, cbevalier. | 

A Knight muſt be named by both his Chriſtian and 
ſurname (with Sir preceding) as Sir T L—;, 
Knight. If a Knight be made a Nobleman, he ſtill retains 
the name of Knight, and is to be ſo ſtyled in all writs. 
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KNIGHTS OF THE ROUND TABLE. 


ARTHUR King of the Britons ſucceeded, his father 
Uther Pendragon, who was brother to Aurelius Ambroſius, 
and third ſon of Conſtantine; he married Iren dutcheſs 
of Cornwall, by whom he had this ſon Arthur (born 
at Tindagal in Cornwall), who was the 11th King of 
England from the departure of the Romans, and was 
crowned about the year 316. 

| King Arthur, having expelled the Saxons out of Eng- 
land, conquered Norway, Scotland, and the greateſt 
part of France (where at Paris he was crowned); and, 
returning home, lived in ſo great renown that many 
Princes and Knights came from all parts to his Court, to 
give proof of their valour in the exerciſe of Arms. 
Upon this he erected a fraternity of Knights which 
confiſted of four and twenty, of whom he was the chief: 
and for the avoiding of controverſies about precedency, 
he cauſed a Round Table to be made, from whence 
they were denominated Knights of the Round Table. The 
faid Table, according to tradition, hangs up in the Caſtle 
of Wincheſter, where they uſed to meet, and the time 
of their meeting was at Whitſuntide. 

None were admitted, but thoſe who made ſufficient 
proofs of their valour and dexterity in Arms. They 
were to be always well armed for horſe or foot ; they 
were to protect and defend widows, maidens and chile 
dren, relieve the diſtreſſed, maintain the Chriſtian faith, 
2 con- 
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contribute to the Church, to prote# pilgrims, advance honour, 
and fuppreſs vice. To bury ſoldiers that wanted ſenulchres, 
to ranſom captives, deliver priſoners, and adminiſter to the 
cure of wounded ſoldiers, hurt in the ſervice of their 
country. To record all noble enterprizes, that the fame 
thereof may over live to the ir bonour and the renown of 
the noble Order. 

That upon any complaint made to the King of in- 
jury ar oppreſſion, one of theſe Knights, whom the 
King ſhould appoint, was to revenge the ſame, If any 
foreign Knight came to court, with defire to ſhew his 
proweſs, ſome one of theſe Knights was to be ready in 
arms to anſwer him. It any lady, gentlewoman, or 
other oppreſſed or injured perſon, did prefeyt à peti- 
tion declaring the ſame, whether the iujury was done 
here or beyond fea, he or the ſhould be gracioully 
heard, and without delay one or more Knights ſhould 
be ſent to take revenge. Every Knight, for the ad- 
vancement of chivalry, ſhould be ready to inform and 
mſtru& young lords and gentlemen in the exerciſes of 
arms. According to Guillim, there was no robe or habit 
preferibed unto theſe Knights; nor could he find wich 
what ceremony they were made, neither what officers 
did belong unto the faid Order, except a * 
record their noble enterprizes.

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THE Emperor having extenſive dominions in Ger- 
many, Italy, and the Netherlands, as well as the King- 
doms of Hungary and Bohemia, we have brought to- 
gether under one head all the Orders of Knighthood, 
that have been, or that now are, in any part of them, 
with the origin and occaſion of their inſtitutions; their 
ceremonies, habits, collars, badges, mottoes, ſtars and 
ribbons.

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OF THE 


GOLDEN FLEECE. 


THIS Order being more fully treated of in the 
Orders of Knighthood in Spain, it is unneceſſary to ſay 
any thing farther upon it here, than to obſerve that, in- 
ſtead of the number of Knights of it being unlimited as 
is the caſe of that branch of it of which the King of 
Spain is Sovereign, the branch of which the Emperor is 
Sovereign is confined to-fifty one, the number appointed 


by Charles the Fifth. In all other reſpects the ſtatutes 


and collars of both branches are exactly the ſame, 
For a fuller account, ſee GoLptEx FLEECE in-Spain, 
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THIS Order was firſt inſtituted at Florence, in the 
year 1561, by Coſmo Di Medicis, and dedicated to St. 
Stephen, on whoſe feſtival (the 6th of Auguſt) he 
gained a victory at Marciano. It was partly a Military, 
and partly a Religious Order, like that of Malta; but in 
a ſhort time it fell into diſrepute, and was at length en- 
tirely diſuſed. But in May 1764, it was revived by 
the late Emperor, and put on a reſpectable footing. 
The ſtatutes and original conſtitution are however in 
a great degree changed. At preſent this Order conſiſts 
of an hundred Knights, exclufive of the Sovereign, the 
Princes of his blood, and Cardinals, Of theſe Knights 
fifty wear the badge of the Order at the coat button- 
hole pendant to a crimſon watered ribbon. Thirty wear 
it pendant to a broad crimſon watered ribbon, worn

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BLOOD OF OUR SAVIOUR: 


VINCENTIO Di Gonzaga Duke of Mantua inſti- 
tuted this Order in 1608, on the martiage of his ſon 
with Margaret of Savoy. It confiſted of twenty Knights, 
excluſive of the Sovereign, and it took its name from 
three drops of the blood of Chriſt, which are kept as 
a relique in the Church of St. Andrew in Mantua. The 
collar of it is compoſed of golden ovals, extended ſome 
in length, and ſome in breadth, and interlaced with ſmall 
annulets : on one of theſe ovals, placed lengthways, is 
raiſed in white enamel the word Domine; and on the 
next, placed in the ſame manner, the word probaſti me: 
and ſo alternately, On the other ovals are repreſented 
flames of fire about a crucible filled with ingots of gold. -

THIS Order was inſtituted at Mantua in the year 
1618, and in 1619 it was received at Vienna; but 
though confirmed in 1624 by Pope Urban VIII. it ſoon 
fell into diſuſe. The enfign of it was a croſs of eight 
points, embraidered with blue filk and gold, on the 
left fide of the mantle ; in the middle of it was the figure 
of the Virgin Mary with Chriſt on her left arm; and a 
ſceptre m her right hand, crowned with twelve ſtars 


ſurrounded with rays of the Sun, and a creſcent under

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ST. GEORGE IN AUSTRIA. 


FREDERICK III. Emperor of Germany inſti- 
tuted this Order in the year 1470, for the purpoſe of 
defending the frontiers of his hereditary dominions 
againſt the Turks, who harraſſed them about that time 
with frequent invaſions; he and his ſucceſſors were en- 
titled protectors of it, and a Grand Maſter of their ap- 
pointment had the government of it. At firſt this Or- 
der was highly eſteemed, well encouraged, and per- 
formed good ſervices, but in lefs than a century it be- 
gan to decline, and was at length entirely ſet aſide. 
The Emperor Maximilian endeavoured in vain, ſome 
time afterwards to revive and reftore it to its for- 
mer ſplendor. .

A CONFLAGRATION, which happened at the 
Emperor's palace in the year 1669, was the occafion of 
the foundation of this Order, A golden croſs, in which 
were incloſed ſome pieces of the wooden one on which 
Chriſt ſuffered, was faid to have been miraculouſly 
ſaved : to commemorate this event, the Empreſs Elea- 
nora De Gonzaga eſtabliſhed this Order, and placed it 
under the protection of the Virgin Mary and St. Joſeph. 
The Empreſs is the Grand Miſtreſs of the Order, and 
none but ladies of quality of the Roman Catholic 
religion can be admitted into it. The general aſſem- 
bly is held anpually on the third of May, being the an · 
niverſary of the inſtitution.

badge worn by the Ladies of this Order is a golden 
ſun encircled with a chaplet of laurel, enamelled Green,

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THIS Order was inſtituted by the Archdukes of 
Auſtria, for the purpoſe of defending their frontiers 
againſt the Turks.

was worn at the breaſt pendent to three chains of gold. 
Having been upwards of one thouſand years extinct, 
it is unneceſſary to ſay any thing farther upon it here. | 
For the badge and collar, ſee plate 18. | 
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THIS Order was inftituted at the abbey of Sr. 
Gall in Switzerland, by the Emperor Frederick IL in 
the year 1213. St. Urſus, being the patron of it, com. 
municated his name to the ſame ; it flouriſhed from its 
inſtitution until the revolution, by which the Houſe of 
Auſtria loſt the Swiſs cantons, when it was aboliſhed. 
The Order having been upwards of three centuries ex- 
tinct, it is unneceſſary to ſay any thing farther upon it. 


The collar was a gold chain, interlaced with oak 


leaves, to which hung the figure of a black bear on a 


medallion, having under it a hillock enamelled Vert. 
dee plate 19. 
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ST. GEORGE IN I TALY. 


THE time of the inſtitution of this Order is uncer- 
tain, ſome placing it under Conſtantine the Great, and 
others, with more appearance of reaſon, under the 
Princes of the imperial Houſe of Commenes, of whom 
it is ſaid that four and thirty have been ſucceſſively 
Grand Maſters of it. However this may be, it is cer- - 
tain the Order fell into diſuſe, and was not thought of 
until Charles V. revived it, and declated himſelf 
the Grand Maſter of it, and appointed his natural fon 
Don John of Auſtria his deputy. The Order was di- 
vided into three claſſes. 1. The Grand Collars, who | 
were fifty in number, and who regulated all the others.

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THIS, which is the moſt illuſtrious Order of Den- 
mark, was inſtituted by Chriſtian the Firſt, on the 
marriage of his ſon John with Chriſtina of Saxony, in 
the year 1498 fince which time it has ſubſiſted without 
interruption or degradation. It is naw conferred only 
on the Princes of the blood, foreign princes, or noble- 
men of the firſt rank.

by means of which he gained a victory over the Livo- 
nians : however this may be it certainly became obſo- 
lete, and was revived in the year 1671 by Chriſtian the 
Vth.

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THE HOLY GHOST. 


THE. moſt illuſtrious Order of Knighthoad now in 
France is that of the Holy Ghoſt [Yordre du St. 
Eſprit}, inſtituted by Henry the IIId. in the year 1579, 
on Whitſunday, the feſtival on which he was born in the 
year 1551, elected King of Poland 15723, and called 
to the throne of France in the year 1574. The num- 
ber of perſons that compoſe it, is by the ſtatutes li- 
mited to one hundred, exclufive of the Sovereign or 
Grand Maſter. Of theſe, four Cardinals, five Prelates, ' 
the Chancellor, the Maſter of the Ceremonies, the 
Treaſurer, the Regiſter, and the Provoſt, are ſtyled

MILITARTYT MERSHS 


AS, by the conſtitutions of the Order of St. Louis, 
Proteſtants were excluded from it, and incapable of 
being admitted into it, the late King Louis the XV, 
in the year 1759, inſtituted the Order of Military Me- 
tit, in favor of the Proteſtant officers of foreign regi- 
ments in the ſervice of France. To be of this Order, 
a man muſt be a Proteſtant, and have ſerved in a foreign 
regiment in French pay (a Proteſtant in a French regi- 
ment, and a Roman Catholic in a foreign one, are 
alike incapable of being admitted into it). In all other 
reſpects the ſtatutes of it are the ſame with thoſe of

the Order of St. Louis. In this Order there are two 
Chevaliers Grand Croix; four Chevaliers Commandeurs ; 
and an unlimited number of ordinary Knights. The 
firſt wear the badge of the Order, pendent to a broad 
blue plain ribbon ſaſh-ways, over the right ſhoulder, 
with a ſtar of gold like that of the Order of St. Louis, 
embroidered on the left fide of their outer garment, 
The ſecond wear the badge and ribbon in the ſame 
manner, but wear no ſtar on their outer garment, The 
third wear the badge pendent to a ſmall plain blue 
ribbon at their coat button-hole. The badge of the 
Order in a croſs of eight points, enamelled white, 
having on the one fide a ſword in pale, with this motto 
Pro virtute Bellica, (ſee plate 26) ; ; and on the reverſe 
A chaptet of Laurel within this' inſcription, Ludovicus 
XV. inſtituit anno 1759.

THE ORDER 
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AND | MOUNT CARMEL. 


THE time of the inflitution of this Order is uncet- 
tain; but it was revived by Henry IV. in the year 1607, 
and united by him to the Order of Notre Dame de 
mon? Carmel, then newly inſtituted. Since that time, 
this united Order has undergone many changes, and 
frequently fallen into diſrepute. However, the late 
King, towards the cloſe of his reign, put it on a very 
teſpectable footing, and thus it ſtill continues. At 
preſent it conſiſts of 'an hundred Knights, under a 
Grand Maſter appointed by the King, who raiſed his 
brother Monſieur to that office. Every Knight of it 
muſt, previous to his admiſſion, have proved the nobility 
of his family, from the year 1 309: he is then inveſted, 
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dy the Grand Maſter, with the inſignia of the Order; 
after which he enjoys the rank and privileges of a 


Knight. The Knights of this, Order are qualified for 


holding Eceleſiaſtical finecure benefices, and have be- 
longing to them of right five Priories, and an hundred 
and forty Commanderies. The badge of the Order 
is a croſs of eight points enamelled green, in the angles 
four Fleurs-de-Lis, with the figure of the Virgin Mary 
and Jeſus on the centre of it, worn pendent to a violet 
water ribbon round the neck (ſee plate 27), and a green 
worſted or filken ſtar, of eight points, embroidered on 
the outer garment on the left ſide. 

The ſtatutes of the Order wete, 1. The WR 
of the Order to be fixed at the King's pleaſure. 2. 
None tothe admitted to it but French Gentlemen of 
four deſcents by father and mother. 3. The Bleffed 
Virgin to be patroneſs, and her feaſt yearly" celebrated 
on the 16th of July. 4. The Knights to abſtain from 
fleſh all Wedneſdays in the year, and to ſay the office 
of our Lady, or the roſary. 5. The Knights to wear, 
on the left fide of their cloaks, a croſs anchored of 
tawney· coloured velvet, or ſattin, in an Orle Argent, 
in the midſt whereof, in a circle, the image of our 
Bleſſed Lady, incompaſſed with beams of gold em- 
broidered. They are to wear about their necks an an- 
chored croſs of gold, with the image of our Bleſſed 
Lady enamelled on both fides of it, —_ hanging at a 
tawney- coloured filk ribbon. 6. They may marry 
twice, and no more, whereof once to a widow of but

THIS Order confiſts of four perſons, who- are 
fiyled Barons de La Sainte Amponille, or of the Holy 
Phial ; and they uſually are the firſt in point of rank, 
family, and fortune, in the province of Champagne. 
They wear pendent to a black ribbon round their necks 
a croſs of gold enamelled white, cantoned with four 
Fleurs-de-Lis, and on the croſs a dove deſcending 
holding a Phial in its beak, and a right hand receiving

At the coronation of the Kings of France, theſe Ba- 
rons or Knights are delivered to the Dean, Priors, and 
Chapter, of the Cathedral Church of Sz.

DOUBLE CRESCENTS. 


THIS Order, which is alſo called the Order of the 
Double Creſcents, was inſtituted by St. Louis in the 
year 1269, after his return from his firſt expedition 
into Egypt. His object in the inſtitution of it was to 
engage the nobility to aſſiſt him in forwarding the 
works at his new-built maritime town of Aigue mortes 
in Provence, as well as to induce them, by a particular 
mark of diſtinction, to accompany him in his African 
expedition ; but this having proved unfortunate, and 
terminating in his death, the Order became extinct in 
France, a few vears after its inſtitution, though it

flouriſhed for three centuries in Naples, and Sicily, 


where it was introduced by his brother Charles of 
Anjou, who ſucceeded to theſe kingdoms.

Note, The Inſtitutor choſe the Porcupine for his 
device, with the motto, not only out of the aſpiring 
hopes conceived of his ſon Charles, but alſo to in- 
timate ſomething of revenge againſt John Duke of Bur- 
gundy, his mortal enemy; the Porcupine being an 
emblem both offenfive and defenſive. 
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THE ORDER 
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THIS Order was inſtituted by St. Dominick, in the 
year 1206, and was partly Religious and partly Mi- 
litary. The founder's object was, to form a reſyec- 
able body to fight againſt the Albigenſes (then called 
Hereticks), whom he defired to extirpate. When they 
were either worn out in the ſervice, or had completed 
the bufineſs they were on, they devoted themſelves to 
a religious life. It became extinct in leſs than a cen- 
tury after its foundation.

ANNE de Bretagne, after the death of her firſt 


huſband, Charles VIII. inſtituted this Order in 1498, 
for widow ladies of noble families. The enfign of it was 
a Cordelier's girdle Argent, which they placed round 
the Eſcutcheons of their arms. They alſo wore it, tied 
round the waiſt, with the ends of it hanging down by 
their fides. It did not long ſurvive the founder, having 
ſooa fallen into diſuſe. For the badge, ſee plate 34. 
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THIS Order is faid to have been inſtituted in 500, 
by Lifoye de Montmorenci, who, having been baptiſed 
at the ſame time with King Clovis, thereupon obtained 
to himſelf and his ſucceffors the appellation of the firſt 
Chriſtian, a title which hath ever fince attended that 
of Premier Baron of France, which they have likewiſe 
Aways borne. Some writers affirm, that the general 
eſtates of the kingdom being aſſembled at Orleans, this 
Liſoye de Montmorenci prevailed on ſeveral other 
Knights to appear there habited in a gold collar, with 
the figure of a Dog, the ordinary emblem of fidelity, 
pendent thereto. Their cry of war was the ſame as 
the motto of the order, viz. Dien aide au Premier 
Chritien et Baron du France; and they bore a Dog for

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their creſt, in teſtimony of their fidelity to the crown 
of France. The Order of the Cock is aſcribed to the 
fame family; but the time of its inſtitution is uncer. 
tain, Philip I. of France, encouraged this Order, and 
added to it many Knights, as 1s well aſcertained on 
record. Theſe two Orders were united by one of the 
Kings of France, 

The badge of this united Order was a Dog and Cock 
pendant to collar, compoſed of Stags Heads in gold. 
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FRANCIS, the laſt Duke of Britany, inſtituted 
this Order in the year 1450, to perpetuate the memory 
of his grandfather John the Conqueror ; and thereupon 
he new built his caſtle of Ermin. The Knights of it were 
twenty-five in number, and of the firſt diſtinction in 
that province. The collar was compoſed of ears of 
corn, as may be ſeen by the plate; whence it has been 
ſometimes called, the Order of ears of corn.

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CHRISTIAN CHARITY. 


THE Order of Chriſtian Charity was inſtituted by 
Henry III, for the maintenance of thoſe military men 
who were maimed in his ſervice ; but he was prevented, 
by the civil wars of the League, carrying his defign 
completely into execution with regard to it, Henry 
IV. his ſucceſſor adopted his plan, and followed it 
with more ſucceſs. He gave the members of the Order 
a houſe in the ſuburbs of Paris, and aſſigned them re- 
venues for their ſupports. After his aſſaſſination, this 
Order became neglected, and was totally ſet aſide by 
Louis XIV, who, by founding the Hotel Royal des 
lavalides at Paris, and inſtituting the Order of St. Louis, 


pro- 
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procured for his military ſubjects a more comfortable 
ſupport, and a more honorable diſtinction, than they 
could ex from the continuation of the Order of 
Chriſtian Charity. The badge of the Order, which 
was borne embroidered on the left fide of the outer 


garment, was an embroidered anchored croſs, of white 
taffata or ſattin, with a bordure of blue, and on the 


middle of the crdſs"a lozenge blue, charged with 


Fleur de Lis Or, ahout the croſs a circle with this motto,

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CHARLES the IVth of France, jointly with 
Richard the IId of England, founded this Order, on
